The other is also from Memphis, 
of 2/1 6/68. They are referred to in serial 2X. If they are in a different Section I did 
not spot then. 

Of historical interest thero is reference to a response from lengley of ISD on the 
bureau’s inquiry about prosecutions. Thu date* given for his kL3sin# response is 6/4/69. 

I have not yot gotten to the Sanitation strike records. There is in those four 
Sections but a single reference to a union representative other than from Memphis. 

An international representative is identified as «&±11 Lucy. The second reference to him 
statea he is a black man. 

There are a couple of references to the fist, demonstration ^ing led in Memphis. 
x t was on 3/1 8/68. But thero is no reference to his leading it or even being there.
